The Founder of Christ’s Mission once told the writer that 
idy who appealed to the pastor of one of Néw York's most 
minent churches for help for the Mission, received the 
lowing reply: 
“Of course Father O’Connor is all right, and | 
ubt he does much good, but why doesn’t he leave 
tholics alone?” 


Father O’Connor did “not leave the Catholics alone” 
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cause, after having been born and brought up in the Roman 
Church, and spent several years in its ministry, he found its 
teachings insufficient for his spiritual needs. Then there 
came a time when he passed out of Romans vii, 24: “Unhappy 
man that I am, who shall deliver me from the body of this 
death?” into Romans viii, 16: “The Spirit Himself giveth tes- 
timony to our spirit, that we are the sons of God.” (Doua: 
Version.) 

He found so much joy and peace in this new experience 
that he devoted the remainder of his life to the work of 
placing the truths of the evangelical faith before those wh 
had been brought up in the Cliurch of which he had been 
priest. 

Christ’s Mission does not “leave the Catholics alone,” for 
several reasons, one of the principal being that the teachings 
of their Church have—to use one of Father O’Connor’s 
phrases—“not been a blessing to them.” 

Christ’s Mission attributes all the misery and unhappiness 
that is in the world to SIN, and its workers enjoy the experi- 
ence of that happiness which comes to the soul of every man 
who knows that the sins of the past have been forgiven, and 
that through the power of the indwelling Spirit of God in his 
heart sin has no more dominion over him.

“the state in which those suffer for a time who die guil 
of venial sins, or without having satisfied the punishment du 
to their sins” (p. 70). In “The Messenger of the Sacr 
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leart,” for November 1913, J. Harding Fisher, S. Te wrote a 
ngthy description of its horrors, from which the following 
ntences are taken: “Thousands of souls to whom the Church 
s given supernatural birth are writhing in the depths of 
irgatory, souls that might go free and see God face to face 
their brethren on earth would only show them a little char 
. Surely you will not be hard of heart, and deaf to that 
teous cry that makes its sorrowful way up from the depths, 
egging some little mercy from you, their friends, imploring 
me little assistance for them who are bound in the throes 
an utterly helpless woe!” Earlier in the article it is said 
it “the Blessed Saviour in His justice is powerless to help 
em!” 

In the whole catechism there is not a single reference to 
e Holy Scriptures. At the fourth session of the Council of 
ent, April 8, 1546, the Decree concerning the Canonical 
riptures was formulated. This Decree puts “tradition” on 
e same level as to authority with the books of the Old and 
ew Testaments, and also says: 

“In order to restrain petulant minds, the Council further 
ecrees, that in matters of faith and morals, and whatever 
lates to the maintenance of Christian doctrine, no one, con- 
ling in his own judgment, shall dare to wrest the sacred 


riptures to his own sense of them, contrary to that which 
th been held and still is held by Holy Mother Church, whose 


cht it is to judge of the true meaning and interpretation of 


cred Writ, as contrary to the unanimous consent of the 
thers, even though such interpretation should never be pub- 
hed. If any disobey, let them be denounced by the ordi- 
iries, and punished according to law.” 

The Fourth Rule of the Index reads thus, and sets forth 

attitude of the Church as a whole toward the reading of 
he Bible by the laity: 

“Inasmuch as it is manifest from experience that if the 
loly Bible, translated into the vulgar tongue, be indiscrimi- 
ately allowed to everyone, the temerity of men will cause 
1ore evil than good to arise from it. It is, on this point, re- 
rred to the judgment of the bishops or inquisitors, who may, 
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by the advice of the priest or confessor, permit the reading of 
the Bible, translated into the vulgar tongue by Catholic au- 
thors, to those persons whose faith and piety they apprehend 
will be augmented and not injured by it; and this permission 
they must have in writing. But if any shall have the pre- 
sumption to read or possess it without any such written per- 
mission, he shall not receive absolution until he has _ first 
delivered up such Bible to the ordinary. Booksellers, how- 
ever, who shall sell, or otherwise dispose of Bibles in tl 

vulgar tongue, to any person not having such permission, sha! 
forfeit the value of the books, to be applied by the bishop 
some pious use, and be subjected by the bishop to such other 
penalties as the bishop shall judge proper, according to the 
quality of the offense. But regulars shall neither read nor 
purchase such Bibles without a special license from their 
superiors. (“Delineation of Roman Catholicism,” Rev. Cha 


elliott, D.D., New York, 1842.)

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lusive? It may well be doubted whether in all literature there 
to be found set forth so complete a philosophy—so high, 
» deep, so broad, so far reaching in its scope as to tax to 
e full the most powerful intellect, and of so much prac- 
tical value to every human soul, and yet set forth in such 
ain and simple language that any twelve-year-old child can 
early understand the meaning of any single one of the 
rses of which it is written. 

Christ’s Mission feels very sad when it thinks of the great 
isses of the Catholic people, many of them extremely poor 
nd living in very “hard” circumstances, who have, in prac- 
e, no Bible from which to obtain help in time of need. 

It is quite true that the Catholic people have the Douay 
bible, and that, even in spite of one or two serious defects, 
e way to Jesus Christ can be found through it.

them. The first is that it is not THE message to them, 

individuals, from a loving Father, but only A message 
irom God, which has been committed by Him to the keeping 
the Church, whose business it is to decide whether the 
ndividual shall read it at all, what Version he shall read, and 
hat he shall believe or not believe about anything he finds 
it when he does read it. If he wants to know the mind of 
od about anything the parish priest is the local represen- 
tive of the Church, which has power of attorney from the 
\lmighty to express His mind to any who want to know it. 
Much more might be written, but it will not be difficult

THE POPE’S LACK OF SENSE OF HUMOR. 


he Brooklyn “Tablet” of Jan, 8, 1921, devotes its fit 
editorial to recent utterances of Pope Benedict XV agai 
Protestant “Proselytism.” We learn that he has “called up 
his faithful flock—the Sacred Heart devotees—to direct th: 
prayers and good works, for the month of January, to tl 
salutary object: “he Failure of Protestant Efforts in Catho! 
Countries.’”’ Further on we read: 
“How can we extenuate the methods of those sleek gent 


men, who, under the guise of evangelists, seek to purl 
and rend the souls of simple Catholics? Their dastard 
work is to strip our weaker brethren of their God-given fait 
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entice them to barter their blessed heritage for a mess of 
ttage. They give a stone for bread, a serpent for a fish. 
this is done under the guise of religion; ‘uplift and en- 
hten’ is their brazen bally-hoo.” 
Of course, two blacks do not make a white, but many 
sons think that the Vatican religious organization does 
rood deal of “proselyting” itself in many countries, includ- 
the United States. Nor is any fault to be found with it for 
loing. Indeed, the command given by our Lord to His 
sciples to go and teach all nations to observe all things 
tsoever He had commanded them constituted “march- 
orders” to carry on a campaign of “proselytization” 
ughout the world and against all the pagan philosophies 
practices that they would encounter, as well as the un- 
ief of the Jews. That commandment, however, is as bind- 
upon Protestant Churches as upon Catholic religious or- 
rs, and no reasonable Catholic should object to the labors 
‘rotestant workers in any Catholic country any more than 
reasonable Protestant should object to the invasion oi 
United States by Vatican emissaries. It is generally un- 
rstood that the special mission of one religious Order here 
carry on “proselyting” work among Protestants, and 
lave even read of a “Converts’ League” formed to further 
‘efforts. We have read notices of services to which every 
tholic who came was expected to bring some person not a 
mber of the Roman Church, and of sets of discourses 
ially designed to meet the supposed intellectual and 
ritual needs of those who had not received the benefits 
parochial school education. But we have no recollection 
ever seeing any condemnation of such work by any Prot 
nt paper or body, although we have, now and then, seen 
heard exception taken to some of the statements made 
these services on the ground of inaccuracy.

tivity for which his own Church is conspicuoys will sug- 


st that the responsibilities of his office have deprived him 

sense of humor, for outsiders, of any belief or no belief, 
ill decide that it is a matter of the pot finding fault with the 
ttle because of its sooty complexion. 
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Indeed, the editor of the “Tablet” himself suffers somewhat 
from the same complaint as the Holy Father, for on the page 
facing this editorial we read the following about Denmark : 

“Being accustomed to consider Denmark as wholly Protes 
tant it comes as a surprise to learn that the country ha 
eleven congregations of priests and ten of nuns working with 
amazing suceess in her numerous cities and towns. 

“It was in the fifties, after the passage of the new con 
stitution in Denmark, that Catholic priests ventured into 
country hitherto bitterly opposed to the Faith. From th 
beginning of five hundred or so the flock has grown to about 
eighteen thousand. 

“The newspapers, moreover, are beginning to show an 
unexpected interest in matters pertaining to the Church, and 
eneouraged by this attitude on the part of the Protestants 
the Catholics ventured on a public religious procession. A 
pilgrimage was made to a shrine which is a relic,of the Middl 
Ages, and with its singing and prayers attracted much atten 
tion, but the Protestants maintained a respectful attitude 
throughout the length of the route.” 

Sut we shall be very much astonished if the heads of any 
Protestant organizations in Denmark call upon their people 
to “direct their pravers and good works” to “the failure o 
Roman Catholic efforts” either in Denmark or any other 
Protestant country.

On Sunday, October 30, a large meeting of Sinn Feiners 
d their friends and sympathizers was held in the Polo 
ounds, New York City, for a memorial service for the late 
rd Mayor of Cork, Ireland, whe had died a day or two 
fore of self-starvation, in the form of a “hunger strike.” 
mong the speakers was Mr. Eugene Kinkead, a Catholic 


ntleman of some prominence and popularity in Jersey City 


Hudson County. 
\ report of his address, given in the “Jersey Journal,” 
2, 1920, indicates that in the main it was of the same 
neral character as most of the Sinn Fein pronouncements 
th written and spoken as they appear in the daily press. 
e only two portions of it that this magazine considers 
rthy of comment were a sentence in which Mr. Kinkead 
quoted as having said: 

“As certainly as the God of Battles threw wide His arms 
receive the soul of Terence MacSwiney, so certainly will 
lav dawn upon which an American President will proudly, 
leome the Republic of Ireland to the rank of the free 
tions of the world.” 

\nd another, in which he is quoted thus: 

‘\We can picture the greeting that awaited MacSwiney, 
zzerald and Murphy from the brave souls of Wolf Tone 
rd Edward Fitzgerald and Robert Emmet, their Protestant 
edecessors on martyrdom’s roll.” 

Our interest in these paragraphs lies in Mr. Kinkead’s 
ntal attitude towards Purgatory, from the fear of which 
vould seem that he has freed himself, at least so far as the 
te Lord Mayor of Cork was concerned.

It is sad enough that this poor, “heart-broken mother” h 
lost her dearly-beloved “Mazzie Darling,” but how much tl 
natural grief must be aggravated by anxiety over the condi- 
tion of the soul of that doubtless loving, affectionate daug! 
ter! And yet that mother may read her Catholic Testament 
from end to end, without finding anything in all the teac 
ings of our Lord to increase her grief by such anxiety. 
she will read the chapters xili-xvii of the Gospel of St. Joh 
she will find not a word to suggest even the idea of Purga- 
tory, and if our Lord had had any teaching on that subject 
to impart, those would naturally be the chapters in which 
would be found. Both St. Peter (II Peter i, 14, 15) and S: 
Paul (I Timothy iv, 6-8) wrote about the near approach 
death, but neither of them appears ever to have heard 
Purgatory. On the other hand, if she will read John iv, 
and vi, she will learn of the love and sympathy and compa:- 
sion of our Lord for every individual and of the completeness 
of the salvation He has wrought for her, and the joy and 
satisfaction that it gives its possessors in this life. 

The second paragraph suggests that Mr. Kinkead has got 
away from the teaching that there is no salvation “outsic: 
the Church,” for he believes that when the Lord Mayor 
Cork reached Heaven he was greeted by the Protestant gen- 
tlemen mentioned, even though on earth they had been :t 
least technically “heretics” and lived and died under th: 
anathema of the Bull In Ceena Domini. 


So far as Lord Mayor MacSwiney is concerned, M: 
Kinkead does not stand alone, for the “Outlook” of Nov. 17 
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contained a poem of eight stanzas by Louise Ayres Garnett, 
in which 
“Heaven, with glad hospitality, opens 
The welcoming doorway, her Terence to house.” 

Saint Michael “greets him with splendor” and salutes 
“with his sword.” Saint Brigid, however, is almost too busy 
“with his bed and his board” to meet him upon his arrival, 
but she soon locates him, and 


“*Sure, darlin’, you’re weary,’ she'll breathe like a’ crooning. 
‘Lie down here and rest on the bank of the stream, 

And Brigid will stir you a bit of fine supping, 
As hot as your spirit, as rich as your dream.’ 


“Terence says No, and he turns him away from her, 
Fires of denial still fierce in his soul, 

But Brigid, Saint Brigid, she speaks to him tenderly, 
Cooling the broth she has dipped in his bowl.” 


Saint Brigid, however, very naturally combats the idea 
of having the fast continued in Heaven, and the last verse 
tells us: 


“So Brigid, Saint Brigid, prevails with her wheedlings, 


And feeds the young rebel and those of his clan. 
He girds up his loins with the dream of the morrow, 
And Heaven is stronger for Terence, the man.” 


Of course, this view is not held by the high priests of 
Rome, for a number of masses were celebrated for the repose 
of his soul in various cities, that in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
New York, being attended by several thousand people. 

The absence of instruction to the laity on this subject as 
to details leads to curious results in individual cases, for 
one very pious Catholic once told the writer that although 
he prayed to St. Peter, he was not sure that he was even yet 
out of Purgatory. While on the occasion of a novena, “with 
votive lights glow” from Nov. 20 to Dec. 7, 1918, for the soul 
of the late Cardinal Farley, a bright young Catholic connected 
with St. Nicholas Church, New York City, told him, in reply 
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to a suggestion that it was hard to understand why such a 
prelate, after a long life spent in good works, should not at 
once go to Heaven, replied: “We are not absolutely sure that 
he is in Purgatory at all!” 

Which adds additional point to the practical suggestions 
respectiully tendered elsewhere to Mgr. Sheppard with 
regard to the work assigned to the Holy Name Societies last 
October to induce the “sixty millions” to “accept Christ.” 


THE JERSEY CITY PROTESTANT PARADE 

On Saturday, October 9, 1920, the first Protestant parade 
ever held in Hudson County, N. J., took place. The prepara- 
tions for it had extended over several months, the promoters 
having set before themselves the task of getting all the 
160 Protestant churches in the county into line. 

Several factors worked against the success of the demon- 
stration, the most conspicuous—though not necessarily the 
most powerful—being open attacks made upon it by the 
pastors of several prominent churches. The fact that the day 
was the Saturday preceding Columbus Day, when many 
who would have marched had to work later in order to 
“get things ahead” at the shops and factories where they 
worked kept many away. 

In spite of all the influences and the persons whose 
efforts demonstrated the necessity for having the parade, the 


whole affair was a splendid success in every part of the pro- 


gram except for the silent testimony of absentees that the 


principles of Protestantism were not in their opinion, of 
sufficient importance either to themselves, the city, the State, 
or the Nation, to march out for, in the face of the suggestion 
that the parade was “anti-Catholic.” 


More Catholic than the Catholics. 

In this they proved to be more Catholic than the 
Catholics themselves. The Secretary of the Committee from 
the day he took up his duties to the day of the parade, re- 
ceived not one word of protest or criticism or objection from 
any Roman Catholic, clerical or lay. 
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The Roman Catholic municipal officials and police officers 
from the first approach made to the finish were the pink of 
courtesy itself and the essence of efficiency in every detail 
several even going out of their way to make suggestions as 
to the best arrangements for the speakers at the park. 

Space limits forbid a detailed list of the various organiza- 
tions that made up the procession of between two and three 


thousand that passed the reviewing stand, many who 


started at the beginning, the distance being too far for walk- 
ing to the end, finding their way to the park by trolley car. 


A Pastor’s Lack of Knowledge. 

In order to meet the effects of the “anti-Catholic” opposi- 
tion, the Publicity Committee drew up a circular for dis- 
tribution among the members of the churches, containing the 
following paragraphs: 

“There are many good reasons why such a demonstra- 
tion should be held, but among the most important is the 
fact that about half of the population of the United States has 
no affiliation with any church whatever. 

“This alone constitutes a loud call to all Protestants, and 
is due largely to the fact that as individuals they have so 
largely overlooked the fundamentals of the cult, which are 
common to all evangelical denominations. These are: 

“*First: The supreme authority of the Holy Bible as 
a standard of life and conduct, and as a revelation of the 
plan of salvation. 

“*Second: Salvation by personal faith in the atone- 


ment of Christ, wrought by Him on the Cross for all men 
once for all. 


“*Third: Personal evangelical propaganda by the 
individual to make known to others the salvation which 
he finds satisfies his soul.’ 

“This consideration alone should bring out into the 
parade every man and woman in every Protestant church 
who is physically able to come.” 

To a member of the Publicity Committee who was dis- 
tributing these circulars among the churches, one pastor 
actually said that these three principles stated above could be 
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set forth with equal truth as among those held by the Roman 
Church! 

The facts are that the first is in direct contradiction to 
the canon of the Council of Trent on the subject, Sess. IV 
(Decretum de canonicis scripturis). 

The second is in opposition to the seventh and fifteenth 
paragraphs of the Creed of Pope Pius IV; and the third 
is flatly opposed to a pronouncement of Pope Alexander IV, 
which “prohibits laymen, either publicly or privately, from 
arguing on subjects appertaining to the Catholic faith.” 

Where such erroneous ideas are found in the pulpit, it 
is not to be wondered at that indifference to the importance 
of Protestant principles is found in the pews. Which leads 
on to the observation that this ignorance lies at the bottom 
of the “anti-Catholic” objection. Of course, if Protestantism 
were merely a negation or a controversion of any or all tlie 
different forms of conflicting Catholicisms, of course such a 
demonstration would be open to that reproach, if it is a 
reproach,

SOME WHYS AND WHEREFORES OF A. P. A-ISM 

There must be many Catholics who feel puzzled at times 
when they hear or read of some manifestation of that senti- 
ment which is implied in the expression “A, P. A.-ism” to 


know what the real reason for such sentiment must be. 


Even those who accept the stock phrases “bigotry,” “preju- 


dice” and an incomprehensible alleged objection to Catholics 
“worshipping God according to their own consciences,” with 
now and then references to bearing false witness against their 
neighbors” must sometimes wonder if there are not other 
reasons lying underneath that are not dealt with by Catholic 
speakers and writers, whether there is not at least some fire 
where there is so much smoke, as evidenced on Election Day 
in Michigan by the vote on the so-called “Parochial school 
amendment to the State Constitution.” 

As a matter of fact, there are a number of such reasons, 
and for the benefit of those of our Catholic friends as would 
like to have correct information on the subject we propose 
to devote a series of papers to setting forth at least some of 
the incidents and documents bearing on this matter. 

Just to mention some of the more recent causes for the 
widespread increase of this sentiment: 

One of the most conspicuous causes has been the nation- 
wide anti-British political campaigns carried on for the last 
two years by the hierarchy of the Roman Church. 
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The political campaign against “England” on the one 
hand has been accompanied on the other by much written 
and spoken propaganda against the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the enforcement of the Volstead Act. This is part of the 
ganic law of our nation, and many citizens, who do not 
like it themselves, by no means approve of systematic oppo- 
sition to it by priests who are continually talking and writing 
about their Church as being “loyal” to this country and its 
nstitutions : 

Other things that have contributed to the present con 
lition of affairs have been: 

The continual raids by the authorities of the Church upon 
nunicipal and State treasuries for the support of sectarian 
nstitutions; and in this connection the decision of the Su- 
reme Court of Illinois that the expenditure of funds upon 
uch institutions was not contrary to the Constitution of that 
State, which expressly forbids such expenditure. 

What are regarded by many as invasions of the principle 

f Separation of Church and State by so-called “military 
asses,” in which non-Catholic troops must perforce take 
irt in a service exclusively Catholic, and which more or less 
volves the Government itself as participating in a sectarian 
ervice and in measure making it its own. 

Such incidents as the Foss-O’Connell incident at Bos- 

n in 1912, when Cardinal O'Connell claimed precedence 

er the Governor of the State at a banquet at which Presi- 
ent Taft was present.. Governor Foss very properly ab 
ented himself from the function. 

The present propaganda looking to the official represen- 

tion of this Government at the Court of the Vatican.

Even more important than these, however, are the official 
leclarations of the Popes Pius IX and Leo XIII condemning
